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OFFICIAL CONSTITUTION OF {THE 
ASSOCIATED STUDENT BODY OF 
ASTORIA HIGH SCHOOL 
PREAMBLE 


We, the students of the Astoria High 
School, in order to provide an organiza- 
tion for the settlement of certain mat- 
ters of general concern, do ordain and 
establish the following constitution and 
by-laws: 


CONSTITUTION 
Article 1 


Name 
Section 1. 

The name of the association of stu- 
dents under this constitution shall be the 
“Student Body of the Astoria High 
School.”’ 


Section 2. 

Any student of the Astoria High School 
is eligible to be a member of this organ- 
ization provided he pays a yearly uniform 
tax. 


Section 3. ~ 

Meetings of this organization shall be 
held whenever the President, with the 
consent of the principal, deems it neces- 
sary; by dirct action of the principal; or 
by the initiative. 
Section 4. 

By the initiative—The signatures of at 


least 5 per cent of the legal members of 
the association shall be necessary. 
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Article Il 
Officers 
Section 1 


The officers of this association shall 
be: President, three Vice-Presidents, Sec- 
retary, Treasurer, and Athletic Manager. 
The President, Secretary, and one Vice- 
President shall be at least fifth termers 
when elected. One Vice-President shall be 
chosen from each of the Junior and 
Sophomore classes. The treasurer shall 
upon assuming office have completed two 
semesters of bookkeeping. 


Section 2. 


The President shall preside at all meet- 
ings of this association and shall approve 
of all bills in writing and sign all war- 
rants for the disbursement of funds, and 
shall perform the usual duties pertaining 
to that office. 


Section 3. 


The Vice-Presidents in the absence of 
the President shall assume the duties of 
the President in the following order: 
Senior, Junior, and Sophomore. 

Section 4. 


Secretary shall keep the minutes of all 
meetings of the Student Body association 
and of the student council and shall per- 
form such other duties as are usually in- 
cumbent upon such offices. He shall file 
all records with the Principal of the High 
School at the close of the school year. 
Section 5. 


He, the treasurer, shall properly re- 
port all money received to the faculty 
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treasurer, He shall present all bills 
ugainst the association to the council at 
its regular monthly meetings and upon 
the approval of the council and the Prin- 
cipal he shall draw checks on the funds 
of the association, pay for the same, 
which checks shall be reported to the fac- 
ulty treasurer for counter-signature. He 
shall make a monthly report in writing 
to the student council and to the Prin- 
cipal concerning the condition of the 
treasury. 


Section 6. 


The executive council of this associa- 
tion shall consist of the President, three 
Vice-presidents, secretary, treasurer, and 
athletic manager. 


Section 7. 


Superintendent of the city schools as 
well as the Principal of the High School 
shall automatically become an _ ex-officio 
member of the student council. 


Section 8. 


For the proper administration of the 
financial business of the association, the 
student council shall maintain a general 
fund and such other funds as the coun- 
cil shall from time to time create. Money 
received from the various activities shall 
be placed in a fund for the activities. 


Section 9. 


The coach shall together with the ath- 
letic manager have charge of all business 
affairs for such events. Following any 
game the coach shall file a report of all 
receipts, disbursements, total proceeds 
and deficits of such games, 
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Section 10. : 

Supplies. All supplies for the associa- 
tion shall be bought by requisition. 
Requisition blanks shall be issued by the 
President of the Student Body associa- 
tion and signed by the Principal or his 
representative. These requisitions shall 
give the date of issuance, the person to 
whom delivered, and the complete des- 
cription of the article to be purchased. 
Section 11. ; 

All requisitions for supplies amounting 
to more than ten dollars must have the 
approval of the council. 
Section 12. 

This association shall not assume res- 
ponsibility for any supplies bought with- 
out proper requisitions. 


Article III. 
Elections 


1. The President, first Vice-President, 
second Vice-President, Secretary, Treas- 
urer, Student Athletic Manager, Assistant 
Athletic Manager, Editor and Business 
Manager of the Zephyrus, Editor-in-chief, 
Business Manager, Advertising Manager 
of the Astor Post, shall be elected by 
ballot on the most convenient Friday in 
May each year, and shall take their res- 
pective offices at the following student 
body meeting; and shall continue to hold 
their offices through the following year 
with the exception of the Editor-in-chief 
of the Astor Post who shall hold his of- 
fice for one term only. 

The First Vice-President must be a 
senior in the term following his election, 
the second Vice-President must be a jun- 
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ior in the term following his election. The 
third Vice-President must be a_ sopho- 
more at the time of his election. The 
Athletic Manager must have been assist- 
ant athletic manager previous to his 
election. 


The third Vice-President shall be elect- 
ed at the same time as the yell leaders 
are elected at the first student body 
meeting in September. 

2. All elections must be conducted by 
the following rules: 


(1) The voting shall be held in each 
roll room, presided over by each 
roll room teacher. 


(2) There shall be at all times, one in- 
spector, one ballot distributor and 
one clerk, all appointed. 


(3) The ballot distributor shall give 
the ballots to the roll room teach- 
er, who shall in turn give one 
ballot. to each voter. Ballots shall 
not be received from any other 
source. ; 


(4) No electioneering or soliciting of 
seen shall be permitted on election 
day. 

(5) The clerk shall keep an official 
poll book, which must be certified 
by the Principal of the High 
School. 


(6) No one shall be allowed to vote 
unless his or her name appears on 
the certified list, or unless a certi- 
ficate of registration is obtained 
from the Principal, no one shall be 
allowed to vote unless the treas- 
urer's books show that all of his 
taxes are paid up to the day of 
election. A certified list shall be 
placed in the possession of each 
teacher.

(7) The ballots shall be counted by 
the election officers immediately 
after the close of the polls, and re- 
sults of the election shall be post- 
ed on the bulletin board as soon 
as the counting is over. 

(8) Officers of this association shall 
be nominated at a meeting held at 
least one week before the election 
day of each year. 

9 The form of the ticket shall be 
that used in election by the Aus- 
tralian Ballot System. 

(10) The officers of this association 
must receive a plurality of votes. 

Article [V 
Section 1. 

Should any vacancies occur in.any of- 
fice of this association, the same shall be 
filed by election. 

Section 2. 

Should three or more vacancies occur 
in the executive committee, such vacan- 
cies shall be -filled by regular election as 
provided in this constitution, Article II. 

Article V 
Section 1. 

Amendments to this constitution may 
be proposed in writing at any meeting 
when they shall be read for the first 
time; at a meeting held not sooner than 
one week thereafter, they shall be read a 
second time and voted on. A two-thirds 
vote of the members present shall be 
necessary for adoption. 

Article VI 
Section 1. 

It shall be duty of the executive com - 
mittee to audit the accounts of all the 
officers of the association, to require all 
officers to comply with the provisions of 
this constitution, to approve all expendi- 
tures of money; to take charge of all 
elections and entertainments; and in gen- 
eral to consider the welfare of the stu- 
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dents and of the High School; and to 
bring all questions before the Student 
Body when it shall seem necessary. 


BY-LAWS 
Article | 
Section 1. 

Robert's Rules of Order shall govern 
this association in all cases where they 
are appliable, in which they are not in- 
consistent with the constitution or by- 
laws of this constitution. 

Article Il 
Section 1. 

A yearly tax of one dollar ($1.00), fifty 
cents (50c) of which will entitle member 
to Astor Post. Fifty cents (50c) must be 
paid by all members who wish to belong 
to this association. 

Section 2. 

All students failing to pay the annual 
student tax shall be deprived of the right 
to hold office, vote, or any way represent 
this association. 

Article Ill 
Section 1. 

On the third Friday in May, a student 
body meeting shall be held, at which the 
newly elected President shall preside.

Article 1V 
Section 1 


For violation of Art. III, Sect. 4 of the 
constitution of this association, by a can- 
didate, his name shall be struck from the 
ballot, and his priviiege to vote at the 
present election, annuled. 

Section 2. 

For violation of Art. III, Sect. 4 by a 
student, not on the ballot the said shall 
forfeit all claims to student body mem- 
bership for a period of one month from 
the time of the violation. 

Section 3. 

The executiy ecommittee shall render 

decisions on all ager violations. 


Article V 


Section 1. 


Hach room shall have a live wire select- 
ed from same. 

(a) The manner of selection shall be 

be left to the discretion of the 
teacher. 


Section 2. 


The duties of the said Live Wire shall 

be: 

(a) To collect the annual tax under 
the supervision of the Student Body 
Treasurer, 

(b) To collect the Zephyrus funds, un- 
der the supervision of the Business 
Manager. 


je) To handle the sale, in his room, of 
all tickets pertaining to student ac- 
tivities. In these he is subject to 
the criticism of the Managers and 
heads of such. 


Article VI 
Section 1. 


Athletic letters or emblems shall be 
awarded on the following basis: 


Ja) A game shall include any regular 
scheduled inter-scholastic contest. 


(b) All students who play in one-half 
of all the football games. 


(c) All students who play in one-half 
of all the basketball games. 


(d) All parts of quarters or halves shall 
be counted as halves or quarters. 
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(e) Baseball—Students must play three 
innings in at least one-half of all 
games played during the season. 


(f) Track—Student receiving one first 
place in any scheduled dual meet or 
one point in a county meet or a to- 
tal of seven points in a season. 


(g) Manager of first team receives a 
letter. 


(h) To a yell leader who shall be pres- 
ent at all first time home games for 
each sport unless absence is due to 
sickness or other unavoidable cause. 


(i) The managers of first team shall 
make out a list of all men eligible 
for letters on the above basis and 
hand it to the coach of the team. 
After he has approved it, the Stu- 
dent Body President awards the 
letters. 


(j) A gold pin ‘A’ shall be awarded 
to all debaters competing in at 
least one debate. For a debater who 
has already earned a pin there 
shall be awarded (with) a bar for 
each other year.

Section 6. 

Numerals shall be presented to those 
second team members who have been of- 
ficially recommended. The type of num- 
erals are to be specified by the Student 
Council. 

Section 7. 

Officers shall be nominated on the most 
convenient Friday in May and shail be 
elected on the Tuesday following the sec- 
ond reading of the*names. 

Section 8. 

An assistant Business Manager and an 
assistant Advertising Manager of the As- 
tor Post shall be elected every semester 
at the regular Student Body elections. 
They shall serve as assistants for one 
semester and as Business Manager and 
Advertising Manager for one semester.

STUDENT COUNCIL 


Astoria High School has a system of 
cooperative student government in which 
the student body, acting through the 


Student Council, exercises control over 
the various activities of the school. 


Through the student body constitution 
the Student Council has been given the 
following powers; to fill all vacancies 
in office; to audit and supervise all ap- 
propriations of student body funds; to 
control all elections; and to handle any 
activity which does not abide by certain 
understood laws, and which is not under 
the direct supervision of the principal. 


The Student Council is made up of the 
president of the student body, who is also 
presiding officer over the council: the 
three vice-presidents, or better known as 
the Sophomore, Junior, and Senior repre- 
sentatives; secretary of the student body; 
treasurer of the student body; and the 
student athletic manager; and two ex-of- 
ficio members, Principal J. W. Bransta- 
tor, and the city superintendent, A. C. 
Hampton, act as advisors to the Council.

The first annual as far as could 
be discovered was issued in 1911, contain- 
ing 16 pages and one cut of the old 
school. It has grown steadily despite 
hazards and this year’s annual promises 
to be a good one with Josephine Waffle 
as editor. 


ORCHESTRA 


The orchestra plays at all high school 
plays, entertainments and commen- 
cement exercises. The orchestra is under 
the direction of Mr. Haller. Each mem- 
ber gets one credit a year for playing in 
the orchestra, 


SENIOR PLAYS 


The Senior plays are the most import- 
ant dramatic productions of the year. 
The January Seniors will have their play 
in November and the May Seniors will 
put theirs out sometime in the latter 
part of the spring.

Astoria high school sponsors two glee 
clubs, a boys’ organization and a girls’ 
organization.

The 
two Glee clubs furnish music for several 
of the various activities during the year, 
including the commencement exercises 
each term. Mr. T. P. Haller is in charge 
of the music department. 


DEBATE 

Every student in good standing in the 
school is eligible for debate work. The

competitive tryouts and represents the 
school against the rest of the teams in 
the Lower Columbia League. Astoria high 
is also a member of the state associa- 
tion and is eligible to compete for the 
State of Oregon championship. Miss Bran- 
stator is the debate coach this year, and 
any student interested in forensic work 
should see her at an early date. 


ASTOR POST 

The Astor Post is the official publica- 
tion of the Astoria High School Student 
Body. It is issued every two weeks and 
gives a complete account of the various 
activities of the High School. The asso- 
ciate editor, assistant advertising mana- 
ger, and the assistant business manager 
are elected each semester to serve in 
those capacities for one semester and 
then serve as editor, advertising manager, 
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and business manager, respectively, for 
one semester. The editor appoints the 
staff with the assistance of the adviser. 
The managerial staff also has an adviser.

CLEARING THE BUILDING 


Students should be out of the school 
building by 4 o’clock, unless they are 
staying under the supervision of some 
teacher. 


STUDY HALL REGULATIONS 


Students leaving a_ study hall for 
another room or the office, must sign up 
on the study hall slip which is provided 
by the teachers in each room. Not more 
than one boy and girl is permitted to 
leave the room at one tome, everyone 
being required to return within a three- 
minute period if not especially excused 
for a longer time. Students should not 
converse with each other except when 
granted permission by the teacher in 
charge. When such permission has been 
granted, the pupil should communicate 
only for a reasonable time. 


TARDINESS 


Students who arrive at school after 
8:50 in the morning or 12:30 in the after- 
noon, are required to report directly to 
the office. The office will issue a tardy 
blank which will serve as a pass to 
enter class. 


EXCUSES 


Students wishing to be excused from 
any or all classes after reaching the 
building must secure an excuse blank at 
the office and have it filled out by all 
of the teachers on your regular schedule. 
After the roll-room teacher and the prin- 
cipal, Mr. Branstator, have also signed 
the blank, it must be returned to the 
office where it is kept for reference. 
Admittance slips are also required when 
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a student jis late to one of his classes, 
these can also be secured at the prin- 
cipal’s office. 


SCHOOL TELEPHONE 


The office telephone is to be used for 
business purposes only. Students will 
not be called from classes to answer 
calls except in case of emergency. Stu- 
dents wishing to put in calls will get 
permission from the office secretary. 


NON-RESIDENTS 


Non-residents, that is pupils whose 
parents live outside of the Astoria school 
district, are allowed to go to the Astoria 
high school if there is no accredited high 
school in their district. In this case the 
school district from which the student 
comes pays the tuition. If a student lives 
within a district where there is an ac- 
eredited high school but insists on com- 
ing to the Astoria high school, then he 
must pay tuition. Students over 21 years 
of age must also be required to pay 
tuition.

ABSENCE 

A student who is absent from school, 
must, on his return bring a written ex- 
cuse from his parents stating the reason 
for the absence. If a regular excuse is 
not presented he will be required to se- 
cure a temporary excuse from the office 
before he will be admitted to his classes. 
Personal sickness, sickness in the family, 
or absence from town are the only rea- 
sons for a satisfactory excuse. Absence 
for any other excuse will be considered 
unexcused. 

In case of unexcused absence, the stu- 
dent will receive zero in the days recita- 
tion in all subjects missed. No oppor- 
tunity will be given for the making up of 
such work. 

Students absent from school three days 
or more are automatically dropnved, and 
must be reinstated before being admitted 
to classes. 


STUDENT EMPLOYMENT 
Many students in the High School are 
partially self-supporting. Students are 
able to secure employment of different 
types by leaving their names with Mr. 
Branstator in the office.

Borrowing Books 


Books may be borrowed from the High 
School Library without a library card. 
Books are to be taken to the desk with 
the student’s name signed on the book 
card. The date due will be stamped by 
the Librarian. 

Take no book from the library with- 
out signing your name on the book and 
having the date due stamped. 

Books issued for 14 days may be bor- 
rowed or returned any time on or before 
the date due, which is always the last 
day stamped on the back of the book. 

Overnight books are due the following 
morning, not later than 8:45. A fine of 
ten cents is charged for overnight books 
per day. 

A fine of two cents a day is charged 
for 14-day books. 


Library Permits 


Any student wishing to use the Li- 
brary during study periods must sign 
out from the study hall for the library. 
At the end of the period he must return 
a library slip signed and dated to the 
study hall teacher. 

Students are due at the libmary 
promptly at the beginning of the pefiod 
and must remain until the bell at the end 
of period. 

Before and after the school session 
students do not need library slips. 
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Cooperation Among Students. 

Return books promptly so as to deprive 
no one else of their use. Payment of 
fines does not compensate for the loss 
of the use of the book. 

Everyone is expected to read or study 
silently in the library and to allow his 
neighbor to do the same.
